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THE CITY CHARTER. 
At a meeting of the Common Council 
lait night, Mayor 
Norcross did what 
many ot 
our 
more considerate 
citi­ 
zens will regard a wise thing, in suggesting 
that a bill be ^Introduced in the Legisla­ 
ture, to amend the Charter of the City of 
Janesville, which will make the term oi 
theScity officers two years instead ot one, 
We cannot see wherein any well-grounded 
objection can be made to the proposed 
amendment. The rtason aby the change 
is suggested, is that it requires considerable 
time for a Clerk, a City Attorney, or 
Treasurer, lo become thoroughly acquaint­ 
ed with the provisions of the city charter, 
and under the present term of office, an 
officer no sooner becomes informed as to 
the duties of his position than his term of 
terrine expires, unless, perchance, he is 
renominated and re-elected. 
The Mayor 
made a strong point in favor of the amend 
meat when he stated to the Council that 
it was almost impossible for the Clerk, the 
Attorney, or the Treasurer, to arrive at a 
practical knowledge of the chat ter in the 
•bort space of one year. 
We believe in 
the best possible service our officers c&d 
render 
the 
city, 
and 
we are 
convinced that it will increase the efficien­ 
cy of the officers to extend their terms to 
two years. The change will be better for 
Ute interests of the city, and of course much 
better for the officers. 
The proposed 
amendment seems so practical aa well as 
necessary, that it appears (here could be no 
opposition to the movement. 
However 
It may be well to heed Alderman Law­ 
rence's suggestion, and call a mass meeting 
that a more general expression of the peo­ 
ple may be received on the subject. 
The Mayor also suggested that the 
charter be amended so as to create the 
office of Street Commissioner. 
If it were 
Certain 
that the people 
would elect 
n man of practical cammon sense to the 
office, the change would be a good one. In 
almost every well-managed village and 
city we hod a Street Commissioner, whose 
duty it is lo see that the streets and side­ 
walks are kept in at least fair condition. 
The cffiJC is a Veryjmportant one, and no 
m*” of changeable mind or visionary ideas 
is fit for the place. Hood streets and sub­ 
stantial and 6&te sidewalks are just as im­ 
portant as reliable bridges, and arc as nec­ 
essary as school houses, aud should never 
bs neglected. 
Therefore, the change is a 
capital one, provided the^right man will be 
found to fill the office. It is easy lo make 
the office, but not so easy to hod the man 
who can build a good >nd permanent 
Street.

The annual report of General Sherman 
bas been made and is now in the hands of 
the Secretary of War. Of course the Gen­ 
eral gives full statistical information re* 
gar ding the army, but the report Is chiefly 
filled with the movements of the army dur­ 
ing the past year, and therefore the Indian 
troubles receive a large share ct attention. 
The army has done nothing but fight In­ 
dians, and judging from our present Indian 
policy it will continue to fight them year 
atter year. The United States government 
entertains an attitude toward the murder­ 
ous Indians which actually bafll as common 
aense. 
We appropriate 
millions every

to 
support 
them, 
and 
yet 
they must be fought, and they keep half 
the army on a double-quick through the 
Territories nearly the entire year; and 
even then the eflorts of the armv to pre­ 
vent Indian troubles are fruitless. 
The 
army can not prevent the Indian outbreaks. 
“All it can do, after the Iud inns break out% 
plunder, or bleak and kill harmless families, 
is to pursue and capture th .rn in detail, 
after infinite toil; then to conduct mein to 
their reservations agiin, and turn them 
loose to return to the same game.” 
The Gcceral says there are 7,829 enlisted 
men in the t< u cavalry regiments, 2,630 
enlisted men in the five artillery regiments, 
and 11,295 enlisted men in the twenty-five 
lntaniy regiments, which 
make 
only 
21,664 enlisted men. There are other en­ 
listed men in the engineer battalion, at re­ 
cruiting depots, in 
the music 
corps, 
m 
the 
ordinance 
departments, 
and to on, which swell the number of en­ 
listed men in the army to 24,761 ; and this 
is the army of the Uniled States! It is but 
a skeleton in form, and being small in 
size it bas but a scattered condition, and 
consequently the labor imposed upon it is 
severe and aunoyiog. It bas been com­ 
pelled to do, what General Sheridan says 
‘*ao other nation in the world would have 
attempted with less than 69,000 or 70,000. 
The little army of less than 25,000 men is 
scattered over half a continent. It is looked 
upon by Democratic politicians and dem­ 
agogues with envy, hate, and suspicion, 
and hence the Confederate attempt to rob 
It of its strength, and make it virtually an 
army of tramps.

The recurrence of that season at which it Is 
the habit of our people to make devout and pub­ 
lic confession of their constant dependence on 
Divine favor for all good gifts of life and happi­ 
ness, and of public peace and prosperity, as ex­ 
hibited in the record of the year, the abandant 
reasons for oar gratitude and thanksgiving, the 
exuberant harvests, the productive mines, ample 
crops, of the staples of trade and manufactures 
which have enriched the country; the resources 
thus far furnished to our reviving industry and 
expanding commerce, and hastening the day 
when discord and distresses through the length 
and breadth of the lend will, nuder the contin­ 
ued favor of Providence, have given way to confi­ 
dence and energy and assured prosperity; peace 
with all nations has remained nnbroken; domes­ 
tic tranquility has prevailed, and the institutions 
of liberty and justice which the wisdom and vir­ 
tue of our fathers established, remain the glory 
and the defense of their children- The general 
prevalence of the blessings of health throughout 
our wide land has made more conspicuous the 
sufferings and sorrows which the dark shadow

In 1855, after mauy years ot 
immunity, it struck Norfolk with full 
force, and only a few ripples as in 1853, 
1856,1870, have for half a century reached 
the Delaware river and the Bay of New 
York.” And the same observer, writing 
eight years ago, adds some words which 
have a grand significance to-day: “Yellow 
fever, after a long absence, never makes 
its re-appearance in our Northern cities 
without a warning from the Gull of Mex­ 
ico.

months, bat often for several years, in 
vigorous action in its native habitant be­ 
fore it leaps over its accustomed bounds ; 
but when once on the tramp, it may travel 
from Buenos Ayres to Quebec, leaving 
more graves in its track than Asiatic chol­ 
era. There is reason to tear that one of 
these eruptions is now marshalling 
its

Let us glance at the course of one oi 
these typical epidemics —at the one for 
instance, which started as far away as Rio 
de Janeiro, twenty-eight years ago, and 
travelled in six years all the way to New 
York—a jouncy of nearly four thousand 
miles—in agreat circle.

American Biographers. 
For a peculiarly political people, we 
have unquestionably the most indifferent 
stories ol political leaders. 
What a gallant 
and picturesque figure rn our politics is 
Henry Clay ; but to what biography shall 
the young student be referred ? How posi­ 
tive, and in the course of events almost sin- 
later, a power was Mr. Calhoun I Hut there 
it no tolerable lite of him. 
Going further 
back, there is still a singular paucity cf 
good memoirs of public men. Mr. Charks 
Francis Adam’s lite of his grandfather, tbe 
heroic John Adams, is pernape tbe best of 
its kind. Irving’s Washington 19 charm­ 
ing, but Irving has no taste for politics, 
and a glance at Van Buren’s Origin of 
Parties shows at once tbe inadequacy of 
IrviDg s account of the political part of 
Washington s career. 
Mr. Morse’s Ute of 
Hamilton is the only one worth considera­ 
tion. But admirable as it is as a contribu­ 
tion to Ute subject, it hardly fulfills the con­ 
ditione. Randall a Jefferson la a laborious 
and ample wark, but it has little other a t' 
traction 
than of 
the events them­ 
selves. John Jay’s memoir, well written 
by his son, is valuable for Pa tacts, but not 
interesting as a story or picture. It will 
not hold its own with the young American 
reader against the life of Hominy. Spark’s 
life of Gouverneur Morris is a collection of 
material, it is not a memoir. 
Madison is wnoliy without an adequate 
biography. The bulky volumes of Mr. 
Hives so far as they go, supply only valu­ 
able information, bot tell no story.

The other two are very interesting 
and very entertaining, but they seem too 
partial, and are read with a distrusting 
protestf Edmunds Quincy’s life of his 
rather, Josiah Quincy, is a model; and Mr. 
Cabot Ledge’s life cf George Cabot is 
among the very best memoirs, while bis 
magazine sketch of Timothy Pickering is 
masterly. As yet we have but one volume 
of Mr. bewares life; and we have two of 
Mr. Sumner’^ which do not extend to his 
public career, but which are singularly de­ 
lightful from their glimpses of the best 
European society of ms youth. 
Iheseare a few of the biographies of 
our public men. But no one can run over 
the list of our noted political names with­ 
out confessing that the memoirs are sin­ 
gularly wanting in that taaciration which 
Is Celt in the story of English statesmen 
and statesmanship.—F i i k r Easy Chair 
in Harper s Magazine for December.

Starving to Death. 
Dubuque Herald: Conrad Knapp, the 
man who is starving himself to-death, is a 
resident in Keokuk, aud has been for the 
past twenty-two years. For a number of 
years he has been employed in the Keo­ 
kuk and Des Moines car shops at Keokuk. 
Nothing unusual was noticed rn him until 
it was announced that the Hock Island 
railroad had leased the Keokuk and Des 
Moines car shops at Keokuk and the pro­ 
bability was that the shops would be re­ 
moved from Keokuk. This seemed to add 
to Coorad’s troubles, and it began to be 
noticed in the shops that he acted queerly 
His fingers were always lo motion, and he 
seemed to be constantly figuring. He 
grew worse, and finally it got so that 
took him three daye to do a job of work 
which he used to do in as many hours 
He lagged so in his work that he was dis­ 
charged about six weeks ago, and then he 
became {convinced that his family were 
destined to die by starvation. Four weeks 
ago, when invited to sit down to the table 
he refused, say lu r that there would not be 
enough to keep the family, and from that 
time to this day he bps eaten nothing, ex­ 
cept during the first week an apple occa­ 
sionally. For the past three weeks he 
has tasted absolutely no food at all, and for 
the last twelve days not a drop of water 
or anyth ng in liquid shape hi s passed be­ 
tween his lips. Dr. Weisman, who is an 
old friend of Knapp’s, has been attending 
him, and has endeavored to coax him to 
take some medicine, but he firmly refuses, 
and when pressed upon this point, or to 
drink or partake of food, he gets up and 
leaves the room. 
For six weeks he had not laid down io 
a bed, aod has had scarcely twenty'lour 
hours’ sleep in all that time. He sits up in 
a chair, aud occasionally, through sheer 
exhaustion, will fall ^into a doze, but he 
soon wakes up, and is as immovable in his 
purpose to starve himself to death as ever. 
Every conceivable means has been used to 
induce him to take food, sip water, or lake 
medicine, but all without avail. Ue re­ 
mains firm in his refusal, aod persists in 
saying that it is fate—the late of the fam­ 
ily to starve, and that the rest will follow 
hun soon enough. 
There is an evident softening of the 
brain, yet he remembers and recognizes 
his friends and occurrences that happened 
years ago. 
He is not a large man, only medium 
size, and his long fast has emaciated him 
fearfully, aod his body begins to emit a 
sickening odor, so strong, in fact, ;as to be 
unbearable to those who have not been ac­ 
customed to being in his presence. He is 
haunted with the tear that the man he 
owes about town are io search of him and 
want to put him in the calaboose, and will 
sit by the windows all day narrowly scan­ 
ning all passers-by.

The Common Council was convened in 
special session at the City Hall, last even­ 
ing, His Honor, Mayor Norcross, in the 
chair, and all the Aldermen being present 
except Aldermen Fitzgibbon, Hemming 
and Hutchinson. 
The reading of the journal and the reg­ 
ular order of business was dispensed with. 
The meeting being called for the special 
purpose oi considering the bids for re­ 
planking Milwaukee street bridge, the bids, 
five in number, were opened and read. One 
each from Fifield Bros., Lovejoy A Blount, 
and D. Jeffries, for furnishing the lumber 
or p l a n k aud one each lrom J. P. Plum­ 
mer, W. B. Mosher A Co.,and J. J. Van- 
kiik, for lumber aud work. 
The Council spent some time in discussing 
the bids,—the specifications being so im­ 
perfect and vague, that no 
two bids 
seemed to be tor the same work, and con­ 
sequently the Council concluded not to ac­ 
cept any, but referred the whole matter to 
the Bridge Committee, who were instruct­ 
ed to rc-aJvtrtisc new specifications and 
let the contract to the lowest bidder, tho 
committee to select the plank, aud for the 
purpose of carrying out these instructions 
tao committee were instructed to meet at 
the City Hall next Saturday evening. 
Ald. Lawrence, from the Finance Com­ 
mittee, reported in favor of allowing sun­ 
dry accounts, which were concurred in. 
The Clerk wr s instructed to draw or­ 
ders in payment of the Inspectors and 
Clerks of the late election, excepting the 
Second ward, which was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 
Ald. Lawrence, from the Finance Com­ 
mittee, reported back the October report 
of the City Treasurer as correct. Filed. 
The Mayor called attention to the fact of 
the meeting oi the Legislature, and sug­ 
gested the propriety of preparing amend­ 
ments to the City Charter, making the 
tenure of city officers two years instead of 
one, and also the propriety of creating the 
office of Street Commitsiouer. 
Mayor 
Norcrofi stated that lo the opinion of many 
citizens those amendment ought to be 
adopted ; that especially in relation to the 
City Treasurer, Clerk and Attorney, for it 
was almost impossible for these edifiers to 
become thoroughly acquainted with the 
charter in one year ; that it woald be far 
better to adopt the amendment and allow 
the officers to remain in office two years 
Ald. Lawrence suggested that the proper 
way to amend the charter was to call a 
mass meeting of citizens.
